RAILWAY. EARNINGS. 


A Great Improvement Shown by Sta- 
tistics Just Prepared. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—Greatly im- 
proved net railway earnings are shown 
in a carefully-prepared special report 
to Bradstreet’s, an abstract of which is 
as follows: The gross earnings of 145 
railroad companies for the first six 
months of 1895 aggregate $349,099,773, a 
gain of 3.6 per cent. over the correspond- 
ing period of 1894, which, in turn, 
showed a decrease from 1893 of 16.4 per 
cent. The net earnings of the same 
roads for this year aggregate $102,767,- 
786, a gain over last year of 8.1 per 
cent. and following a decrease in 1894, 
from 1893, of 18.8 per cent. Divided into 
groups, a striking uniformity is noted 
in the increases and decreases in the 

gross and net.

| DENVER, Aug. 19.—The, Gumry 
Hotel, No. 1725 to 1737 Lawrence street, 
was wrecked by a terrific explosion at 
12:10 ‘o’clock this (Monday) morning, 
the entire rear half of the building, a 
five-story brick-and-stone structure, 
‘going down with a crash. The hotel

As their chances of escape lessen, the 
cries of the imprisoned people are in- 
creasing, heartrending shrieks rising 
from every portion of the great mass of 
wreckage. Fears are now entertained 
that the front portion of the building, 
which seems to be tottering, will fall 
and bury the firemen at their work. 

During. the height of the excitement 
a hose team ran away on Eighteenth 
street, stampeding the great crowd of 
spectators. A number of people were 
more or less injured by being trampled 
upon and by falling in the broken glass 
‘which covers the streets and sidewalks 
in every direction. Electric wires dang- 
ling from broken poles in the alley ad- 
ded fresh peril to the firemen. One 
horse was killed by coming in contact 
with a live wire. | 

Two injured men had almost been 
‘extricateds from the ruins when the 
flames approached so close that the res- 
cuers had to abandon them for their 
‘own safety. Both voices have now been 
silenced, fire completing the work com-

Among the dead are Peter Gumry and 
R. C. Greiner, the two proprietors of the 
hotel; the day-clerk and the night- 
clerk, none of whom have been found. 

Immediately after the explosion oc- 
curred a young baby was heard wail- 
ing in the corner of a room which had 
nearly all fallen away. Its parents 
had been carried down to death with 
the first crash. Soon after the little 
one’s cries became weaker, and later, 
when the flames shot up into the skele- 
ton of.the building, became entirely 
silenced. 

The firemen made a brave effort to 
save a woman caught in the debris 
at the north corner of the hotel, but 
were forced to abandon the attempt. 
The spot where she lay is now the hot- 
test part of the fire. 7 

None of the six people thus far taken 
out are conscious, and identification 
is impossible..

William Storr, His Wife and Two 
Daughters, Together with Three 
Other Young Women, Perish— 

The Bodies Horribly Disfigured.

The capsizing occurred within 200 
yards of the shore and in water seven 
feet deep. Storr had only one hand and 
was blind in one eye, but was an expert 
swimmer. He succeeded in getting his 
two daughters on the bottom of the 
boat and was getting his wife, when 
the girls became scared and slipped off 
the boat and went to their parents, and 
together the four perished. Hudson, 
who was sailing the boat, got the two 
Hall girls on the boat and was trying 
to save Miss Stevens, when they slipped 
off and were drowned before he could 
get to them.

Dr. Endicott went to China from 
Winnepeg two years ago, being sent 
by the Canadian American Missionary 
Society. 

On May 27, the day before the out- 
break in Cheng-Tu, he, together with 
his wife, Dr. Hart and Dr. Hare, left 
Cheng-Tu for Kia-Tung, 120 miles 
away. They did not learn of the 
trouble until June 1, when several 
boatloads of the Cheng-Tu mob went 
to Kia-Tung and began to incite

London Athletic Club team, which will 
visit the United States in order to mect 
a team from the New York Athletic 
Club, is not yet decided upon. The Brit- 
ish are looking forward with the great- 


‘est interest to the coming international 


events, including the races between the 
Defender and Valkyrie III, the contest 
between Cambridge and Yale, and the 
trial of skill between the English and 
the New York Athletic clubs. 

Many of the experts claim to fear 
that the climate of New York, espe- 
cially if warm weather prevails, will 
seriously interfere with the chances of 
the British athletes. A well-known 
sporting authority, commenting on 


this subject, said: “I have no doubt 


that the climate will have some effect 
upon the English athletes, but that is 
one of those things which cannot in 
any event be avoided. When the Yale 
team and the Cornell crew came over 
to England, they labored under cli- 
matic disadvantages, and it is but nat- 
ural to suppose that this should have 
hade something to do with their defeat, 
and we should not begin complaining 
of the climate of New York before the 
contests. In fact, even if our men are 
defeated, I can see no just reason for 
blaming the climate. All such things 
must be taken into consideration when 
a team from either side crosses the At- 
lantic. Then, again, I have never yet 
had actual proof that the climate of 
New York has seriously injured any 
of our athletes, while, on the other 
hand nobody will deny that the cli- 
mate of England is certainly trying’ to 
all visitors. Even supposing it is hot 
when our men meet the Americans, 
the latter will feel the heat as much as 


—

THE STARTING MACHINE. 


The ”"New-fangled Notion” to be 1 
troduced into England. 
That the starting machine will. be in 


use in England before long seems only 


reasonable to suppose, judging from the 
fact that the machine is to be given a 


trial, and the changed front the sport- 
ing press has adopted toward the new- 
fangled notion, Some time. back the 
London Sportsman scouted the idea of 
the barrier being used on English 
courses. This is now what the same 
journal has to say apropos of a trial a 
machine, received from Australia, was 
to be given at Sandown Park: Such a 
machine would have been invaluable at 
Kempton on Saturday, for it almost en- 
tirely does away with delay at the 
start. A moment's reflection will show 
us how this happens, for all the delay 
under our existing system is due to 
jockeys hanging back for fear that oth- 
ers in front of them should get away 
with the advantage. A machine obvi- 
ates all this trouble. It is placed about 


twenty yards behind the starting post, 
and it prevents anything getting off un- 
til all are fairly in line; consequently 

very jockey can ride up into line with 
absolute confidence, and as soon as they 
are there up goes the gate.and away 
they go on even terms. Of course, the 
starter’s skill is equally necessary as it 
is now, for the crucial moment has to be 
selected for dispatching them, and it is 
all the more important because there 
is no such thing as a false start, the 
raising of the gate being irrevocable.”

COCHINEAL BUGS IN TUCSON. 

Coming from no one knows whither, 
a swarm of cochineal bugs (Coccus 
cacti) scattered over the entire twenty 
acres of Military Plaza. They were all 
sizes, from a little red speck, not larger 
than a pin head, to bodies nearly half 
an inch long. In color they are a dark 
purplish red, with three longitudinal 
stripes, one from the back of the shoul- 
ders, the others down either side.

They are hemipterous insects of the 
bark louse family and are raised in 
enormous quantities on Mexican plan- 
tations of cactus, upon which they 
thrive, it being grown for them.

TWO THOUSAND PEOPLE ATTEND 
THE SUNDAY MEETINGS. 


Two Interesting Sermons by Dr. 
Romig, the Kansas Evangelist— 
The Lord's Supper Administered 
by Two Venerable. Presiding 
Elders. 


LONG BEACH, Aug. 18.—(Special 
Correspondence) The picturesque little 
seaside village of Long Beach is filled 
now with the tents and frail summer 
habitations of the delegates to the 


tian Churches of Southern California, 
and the cool and shady avenues are 
dotted with church-goers, eager and 
interested in the success of the con- 
vention. The tabernacle, a large wood- 
en building, eminently suited in shape 
and size for a church at a popular sea- 
side resort, where large crowds may be 
expected to attend the services, is well 
filled at every meeting, and; so far, the 
convention is a pronounced success. 
Yesterday at the morning service 
the tabernacle was crowded to the 
doors, about two thousand people be- 
ing present to hear the eloquent and 
well-known evangelist from Kansas, Dr. 
J. A. L. Romig, who preached a ser- 
mon upon the subject of Christian 
Forgiveness,” handling his theme with 
clearness and simplicity, and striking 
home to the hearts of his hearers with 
every terse and logical sentence. Mr. 
Romig, in his sermons, follows very 
closely the line of teachings laid down 
in the gospels, referring frequently to 
the scriptures, and basing his argu- 
ments upon texts that establish the 
line of thought with which he endeav- 
ors to impress his hearers. The ser- 
mon yesterday morning was drawn 
from Ephesians iv, 82: Be ye kind 
one to another, tender-hearted, forgiv- 
ing one another, even as God, for 
Christ’s sake, hath forgiven you,” and 
was a touching exposition of that spirit 
of Christian charity which is the foun- 
dation-stone of all true religion. 
The speaker dwelt sorrowfully upon 
the lack of the spirit of forgiveness, 
which is such a dark shadow, not only 
in the lives of many people who try 
honestly to be Christians, but upon the 
church itself, the shrine from which 
should e ate, above all others, the 
doctrine r peace on earth, good will 
toward men.” This lack of charity and 
forbearance the evangelist attributed 
to the petty personal jealousies which 
creep in and mar so much that is noble 
in human nature to the lack of love*for, 
and proper appreciation of, each other’s 
talents or position. Like the apostles 
of old, when the spirit of di crept 
in among them, the members of Christ's 
church today are too often self-seeking, 
and the spirit of self-exaltation is tap 
apt to be dominant. Now, as of old, the 
question: “Who shall be greatest in the 
kingdom of heaven?” is too often in the 
hearts of Christian people; but the an- 
swer is the same as when our Bord 


in the midst of them, saying: “Verily, I 
say unto you, except ye turn, and be- 
come as little children, ye shall in no 
wise enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 
If the true spirit of conversion pre- 
vailed, such an attitude of self-seeking 
would be impossible. ae 

Passing next to the sins and sorrows 
of the world, and the dissensions which 
prevail in the church, the speaker 
dwelt at length upon the saying: “Woe 
unto the world because of occasions of 
stumbling, for it must needs be that the 
occasions come; but woe to that man 
through whom the occasion cometh!’ 
and drew a vivid picture of the demor- 
alized condition and consequent punish- 
ment of those who made of themselves 
stumbling-blocks and causes of offense; 
giving them the teaching of Christ, 
which holds out hope and help, and 
shows the path to reconciliation be- 
tween brethren. 

Upon the question of forgiveness, the 
Speaker simply turned back to the 
broad principle that enjoins man to for- 
give an erring brother even unto sev- 
enty times seven, or as often as a cause 
of offense should occur, forgiving oth- 
ers their trespasses even as we desire 
God to forgive our own. 

In conclusion, the speaker dwelt upon 
the true spirit of forgiveness, which 


necessarily implies complete forget- 


fulness of the offense, with no dark 
shade of malice or revenge, a reconcil- 
lation as complete and perfect as that 
which follows true repentance in the 
eyes of God, and in which the sin is 
utterly wiped out in the fullness of 
God-like forgiveness. 


THE AFTERNOON. SERVICE. 


At 3 p.m. the sacrament was adminis- 
tered to over five hundred people, the 
officiating ministers being Rev. James 
Logan, who has been a pastor in Cali- 
fornia for over forty years, and the Rev. 
Dr. Kincaid, a venerable old man, who 
enjoys the distinction of haying 
preached the first sermon ever given in 
a church of the Christian denomination 
in California, as far back as 1850. 

It was an impressive sight, the two 
white-haired pioneers of the church in 
California standing side by side at. the 
table of the holy communion. In a 
voice which was wonderfully clear and 
strong for a man of his age, Dr. Kin- 
eaid addressed the waiting congrega- 
tion, beginning with a few simple words 
of apology for what would be the 
effects of his age and feebleness, and 
weakened sight, in anything lacking in 
the sacred ceremony which he was 
about to conduct, and at which he had 
not officiated for many long years. 

There was utter stillness in the 
church, and the congregation sat with 
reverently-bowed heads, as the old man 
‘spoke of the tender and‘ sacred mem- 
ories revived by the Lord's supper, of 
the solemn covenant renewed by its ob- 
servance, and of its softening influence 
upon the hearts of men, eradicating 
evil passions and selfish hardness, and 
bringing the spirit of Christian charity 
and brotherly love into every soul open 
to receive the heavenly guests. 

In reference to the two elements, Dr. 
Kincaid spoke of the bread as typical 
of death and dissolution, representing 
the broken body of Him who died to 
gave the world, and symbolizing the 
breaking down and decay of the phys- 
ical life: wine, he referred to as typ- 
ical of the resurrection, and the life, 
the sign of the immortality of the soul, 
and the two elements combined were 
symbolical of the spiritual food which 
revives. the fainting soul.

The Divine Judge is just as 
well as merciful, and will judge men 
for their secret convictions of duty un- 
performed, as well as for absolute sin. 


There is no distinction of persons in 


His eyes, but all alike reap as they 
have sown. 

The speaker concluded by a refer- 
ence to the necessity of the final judg- 
ment. Every day of our lives influ- 
ences are started for good or evil to 
roll on through the ages, a blessing or a 
curse to humanity, and the result of 
these cannot be determined until time

PEOPLE WENT TO CHURCH IN SPITE 
THE WEATHER, 


The Home of the Soul—The Philos- 
‘ ophy of Tears—The Saving Love. 
Brief Synopses of Various Ser- 
mons Preached—Exchanged Pul- 
pits.

At the services of the Central Pres- 
byterian Church held in Temperance 
Temple yestérday morning Rev. S. B. 
Alderson ‘of the First Presbyterian 
Church, Topeka, Kan., preached on 
“The Saving Love,” taking his text 
from James, iii, 16. 

Sir John Newton said that matter 
was capable of being so condensed that 
the whole earth could be compressed 
into the size of a common ball, and 
Samuel Wilberforce said that all duty 
could be expressed in four words: “Ad- 
mit, submit, commit, transmit.” In 
this famous .text, we have all of the. 
truth that is necessary for one to know 
in order to become a Christian revealed 
in a nut-shell, and also we have in it 
the whole duty required of man in or- 
der to fit him for everlasting life. It is 
the substance of the Bible reduced to 
its smallest dimensions. It is the hope 
of the soul expanded in its largest pos- 
sible vision. The scheme of salvation 
has its root in the infinite love of God. 
To give a satisfactory definition of God 
is the hardest thing men here ever at- 
tempted to do. The mind is not capa- 
bie of conceiving, neither is the tongue 
capable of framing into language, the 
length, breadth, height and depth of 
his majesty. A definition that will an- 
swer the purpose in the discussions of 
theology and hold its place in the state- 
ments of written creeds is not as a rule 
satisfactory and popular in the ordi- 
nary conversation and experiences of 
the mass of the people. Either the 
words are too large or the meaning is 
too intricate. It is not from scholarship 
that we have obtained our purest and 
sweetest idea of God, but from the sim- 
ple and trusting desciple who leaned 
his head upon, the Master’s bosom and 
felt the subtle flow of the Savior’s 
cee power entering into his own 

e. . 

There never has been a time when 
God did not love this world, though it 


its creation a most unworthy thing to 
love, and He has loved in it that which 
has caused Him the greatest sorrow 
and put Him to the most open shame. 
It is never said in the scriptures that 
God loves the mountains and valleys, 
the precious metals and the mighty har- 
vests, the flowers and birds, or any of 
the material wealth or temporal life 
that is upon this earth. He takes pleas- 
ure in these things as the works of His 
hand, and His tender mercies are over 
them all, but love is too high, too sacred 
a word for God to use toward things 
that are dead, and creatures that are 
mortal. Love is God's word for man, 
for that being who can reciprocate His 
affection, though he may be a bad man, 
and unwilling to respond to the love of 
God, still God loves him just the same. 

A short time ago our nation’ was 
threatened with division—the armies of 
these two hostile sections met in bat-

cause that was in peril? Shall we who 
honor the womanhood of those trying 
years; shall we who are confronted with 
the boundless evidence of loving sacri-

while, at the very close of the sacred 
volume, Revelation xxi, 4, echoes the 
voice of hope for all who mourn: God 
shall wipe away all tears from their 
eyes; the fruition of life’s purposes 
reached, there is no longer any room 
for tears. 

“It seems almost wantonness to 
project into the sunshine and joy of 
this morning the subject of tears. Yet 
one may often notice, the’ verdure and. 
dancing. light upon the mountain side 
hide rugged seams. beneath their 
beauty, so the calm and peace of many 
faces, as they seem to you, conceal 
hearts full of sorrow, and disappoint- 
ment. In the study of a tear, we may 
say, as Tennyson did of a flower: ‘If 


all philosophy.’ In some sense, we are 
all agnostics. Why there must be 
tears is not an easy. question to an- 
swer. We are told that the infinite 
universe is created by and centered 
about infinite love, why then should 
there arise the necessity for tears? 
There are some questions best an- 
swered by the query of Paul: Who art 
thou that repliest against God?’ To 
His wisdom and goodness we must 
leave many of our questionings con- 
cerning the deep mysteries about us 
which we can never solve, 

“Some will have. no interest in this 
question because to them, as yet, have 
come no tears, but close beside them 
walk many whose tear-dimmed eyes 
reveal the sorrows of the bitter heart- 
burdens within, and these await. the 
answer as they stand perplexed ‘before 
the dark mysteries of life. What is 
that, which, being sown, will yield us 
a fruitage of joy? David voices our 
own thought. God alone can tell us 
what tears are, and why they exist. 
But concerning them we may discover 
a few things by our own observation. 

“First—Tears are the expression of 
emotions excited by some event that 
breaks the usual calm of our daily 
lives. As when, at the close of our 
last war, Beecher was called to be 
present when the flag of a restored 
Union was to be unfolded again over 
Sumter, dismantled and well-nigh de- 
Stroyed, with the rush of memortes of 
the dead, the broken hearts, the be- 
reaved homes, the costly sacrifices 
the cruel years that had intereven 
since the flag had been torn from its 
mast; overcome by his otions, the 
great orator, whose words’ had such 
power to electrify others, could not 
restrain the tears that overflowed bis 
face, and strong men, in that great 
audience, wept with him, as the na- 
tional emblem once more floated over 
the recovered fortress. 

“Second—Tears are the effort to free 
one's self of theagony and suffering of 
life. Few, indeed, are the lives that 
have not entered into the shadows of 
the tear-cloud. Ah, the memories of 
the past, how they glitter with tears! 
One weeps, when, like the great, strong 


arms the lifeless form of his little child, 
Grace, he bends over his beloved 
ones, now dead. Others shed bitter 
tears when grim poverty forbids the 
benefits they would fain lavish upon 
their children. A few weep with Christ 
over the sin of humanity and the sor- 
rows in its wake. Some never find 
the sweet relief o ftears. These go into 
experiences so terrible, so withering. 
that tears are frozen, and these are 
most to be pitied. 

Third Tears are educational. Every 
tear is a divine lesson to be written 


comes with your sorrow, your agony, 
a message of the richest meaning to 
you. An oak stands with broad, shield- 
ing arms, and shimmering leaves he- 
fore a costly cathedral. The hewer 
comes; ruthlessly he drives the ax into 
the tree. When prone upon the ground 
he tears from it the leaf, the branch, 
the living bark. The tree is shorn of 
its glory: it no longer lives, but ere 
long it finds itself molded and fash- 
loned by master hands, an altar in 
the temple, a thing of beauty, and a 
joy forever. But for tears, the highest 
can never be attained. One who has 
never wept for his own grief can 
have no sympathy for those of others. 
Every tear gushing from your eyes 
is a message of love and tenderness. 
“Plato said: ‘The highest evidence 
that man has of his humanity is that 
he sheds tears. He is the only creature 
on earth that can stand before the 
mysteries of life and weep. He who is 
so hardened that he cannot shed tears 
of sympathy and of tenderness, is un- 
manned and unworthy of the trust of 
his fellows.’ 
“Fourth—Tears are the dynamic 
forces that are to save the race, All 
atomic force is eternal in matter; no 
less so in the higher realms of mind 
and soul; no thought, no experience can 
be annihilated. Tears, dropping, drop- 
ping, dropping, burst asunder at last 
the forces of evil. The téars of the 
serf in Russia, through long, long 
years, prevailed at last when the cruse 
to burst the shackles of 
millions, and lift them to freedom. 
What was it that produced the chasm 
in our, national life, to be closed only 
after years of strife and blood? It 
was the tears.of the enslaved, which 


wiped out that blot from our fair 
name among nations. The evils that 
seem so terrible to us today, the liquor 
trafic and all its attendant wrongs 
and woes, will yet disappear. The 
tears of fathers and mothers over their 
ruined sons, of wives over their blight- 
ed hopes and wretched homes, will 
yet prove the dynamic forée that shall 
destroy the apparently hopeless resist- 
‘ance of these evils and blot them out 
forever. 

He who, in silence, has dropped the’ 
tear over his condition, in the feeling 
that life to him has been dost, be as- 
sured that tear will touch and mingle 
with the force of Christ's tears, and 
that they will break your chains and 
vou will go forth a free man. Tears of 


faith, will open to you the gates of a 
higher, nobler life, closed to all else, 
because these only seek God's will. 
Perchance, even today, there site here 
one who is ready to shed the repentant 
tear over life's failures and sin. To 
such comes the sweet assurance that 
he who sows tears, trusting in in- 
finite love and power, will be able to 
break all bonds of sin and to reap 
again in joy.“ | 3

IN THE MOUTAINS, | 


Where the Wind Sighs Through the 
Pine Trees. 
It is not necessary to speak of the 
wonderful development of the country 
on the line of the Santa Fe Railroad be- 
tween Los Angeles and Redlands, or 
the miraculous growth of Redlands, 
the indescribable beauty and variety to 
be seen on Smiley Heights and the ex- 
hilarating ride up Mill Creek Canyon. 
It is of the mountains themselves 
that I feel sure the average citizen of 
Los Angeles is cOmparatively ignorant. 
I confess that, after spending two. 
summer vacations in the San Bernar- 
dino Mountains before, I knew only a 
little of either their grandeur or their 
beauty. 


We who have done the climbing nec- 
essary to explore these wonders of na- 
ture are tempted to speak of the ex- 
ploits as something so difficult that we 
frighten timid people from the under- 
taking. The hardships of reaching 
these fascinating resorts have been 
greatly exaggerated. My brother and I 
left our camp on Mill Creek one day at 
noon for Bluff Lake, near Bear Val- 
ley. We followed the mountain Home 
‘Creek to its source, crossing the stream 
just twenty times, then over the sum- 
mit at an altitude of 5500 feet, thence 
down to the Santa Ana River near 
Seven Oaks at the 4500-foot level. 

Here we began a climb which was con- 
tinuous until we stood on the top of the 
range at an altitude of 7700 feet. From 
this point we had an excellent view of 
the snow-capped peaks of Mt. San Ber- 
nardino and “Old Grey Back,” also of 
the Yucaipe, Redlands and San Bernar- 
Our sure-footed horses 
had to stop frequently for an extra puff 
of the rarified air. After leaving the 
summit we met with some surprises. 
A number of new plants and flowers 


were seen. Among the new trees we“ 


found the veritable Chinguapin of our 
childhood home in the Southern states. 
Unfortunately the nuts were not yet 
ripe, although the bushes were very, 
full. We now entered an immense for- 
est of tall pines and firs, But perhaps 
the greatest surprise was a meadow of 
beautiful green grass, nearly a quarter 
“i a mile wide, and more than a mile 
ong. 

On the edge of this open meadow, we 
came upon the “Bluff Lake House.“ 
We arrived at 6:20 p.m, with as good 
appetites as can be imagined, Mr. and 
Mrs. Thurman both welcomed us and 
hinted that supper would soon be ready. 
After refreshing ourselves in cottage 
No. 5 (made of shakes) we went to the 
dining-room, but I cannot describe our 


enjoyment of the roast chicken, milk, bid 


butter, melons, ete., with which the 
table was loaded. The cold air soon 
drove us to the parlor, where a 
fire made us exceedingly comfortable. 
The next morning Mr. Thurman, who 
probably knows the mountains of 
Southern California as well as any liv- 
ing man, took us on burros to Bear 
Creek to try our luck at trout fishing. 
We were compelled to almost literally 
slide down the mountain for 3000 feet. 
Our faithful little animals took us 
within half a mile of the stream. How 
we kept from going over the donkeys’ 
heads I do not remember. From this 
point we found our way on foot to the 
Stream. 
As we were obliged to return to our 
own camp before night, we could only 
fish a short time. In an hour and a half 
we landed about twenty pounds of the 
“speckled beauties.” To] slide down 
3000 feet is one thing, to climb out again 
is quite another. However, we got back 
to the hotel at 2 p. m., just in time for 
dinner. 
Four rather reckless young ladies 
made this trip to Bear Creek a few days 
before we did, and three of them had to 
be pulled out of the stream, wetter if 
not wiser. 1 
I have seen no mountain resort to 
compare with Bluff Lake for attractive- 
ness. The wind through the immense 
pines at night reminds you of an ap- 
proaching heavy shower of rain, but it 
never gets quite near-enough to strike 
the roof of your cabin, These cabins 
are very comfortably furnished, and are 
kept as scrupulously clean as the over- 
sight of a Mt. Holyoke graduate knows. 
how to keep them: If Los Angeles peo- 
ple knew how easy of access this piace 
is, and how reasonable the rates are ror 
such excellent board and accommoda- 
tions. I am sure many more people 
would verify all that I have sad“. 
A wagon ride up Mill Creek to the 
falls will well répay the effort. Here 
we found genuine eastern maiden-hair 
ferns, the first that I remember to have 
found in California, although the Venus 
hair is so common.
